L o n d o n , A pril 2d.—H en ry M. S tanley's 
letter describes the encounter 
betw een 
Y atubunga and A lbert Nyauza. 
It goes 
m uch into details, and is very interesting. 
T he expedition, w hich consisted of 369 
officers and m en. started from Y am bunga, 
Ju n e 28, 1887. 
On the first day the expe­ 
dition m arched tw elve m iles along the river 
bank to Y aknarde. 
D uring th e n ex t six 
davs the expedition m arched in lan d in an 
easterly direction through a densely popu­ 
lated district. 
T he natives used every art 
know n to them to m olest and im pede the 
advance of th e party, but, although sev­ 
eral conflicts took place, th e party did 
not lose a m an. 
From Ju ly 4th u n til Octo­ 
ber 18th, he follow ed the left bank of the 
A ruw him i. 
Ou A ugust 1st th e first death 
occurred, th e cause being dysentery. 
So 
far, for thirty-four days, th e course had 
been singularly successful. T h e party now 
entered a w ild country, in th eir nine days’ 
m arch through w hich th eir sulleriugs m u l­ 
tiplied, and several deaths occurred. 
On 
A ugust 13th, on arriving at A iosibbia, the 
natives presented a bold front, and the 
party lost five m en from poisoned arrow s. 
On A ugust 31st the expedition m et a party 
of M ongem as, an d their m isfortunes began 
on th is date. 
W ith in th ree days of this 
un fo rtu n ate m eeting tw enty-six m en de­ 
serted. 
W hat S tanley describes 
as ar. aw ful 
m onth begins on Septem ber 18th. leaving 
th e station of th e A rab chief U yarrava, 
w hen th e expedition num bered 263 m en, 
having 
lost sixty-six by desertion and 
death, and having left ninety-six sick w ith 
U garrava, w hich led to th e A rab settlem ent 
K alinga Longo. 
T he m en lived on w ild 
fruits, fungi an d nuts. 
Before reaching lvilinga Longo, Stanley 
lost 55 m en th ro u g h starvation and deser­ 
tion. A slave-ow uer at K tlinga Longo tried 
his utm ost to ruin th e expedition—sh o rt of 
open hostilities. H e insisted on his purchas­ 
ing rities, am m unition and clothing, so th at 
th e expedition left the station beggared. 
Som e of th e m en were absolutely naked, 
and were so w eak they were unable to carry 
th e boat. 
Stanley was therefore obliged 
to leave the boat, together w ith seventy 
loads o f goods at K ilinga Longo, u n d er 
th e care of Surgeon P ark e and Captain 
N elson, th e latter of w hom was unable to 
m arch. 
A fter tw elve days’ jo u rn ey th e 
party, on N ovem ber 2d, reached Ibwixi. 
T he A rab devastation, w hich had reached 
w ith in a few m iles ot Ibw iii, w as so th o r­ 
ough th a t n ot a native h u t was left stan d ­ 
ing betw een V a arrav aan d Ibw iri. W hat the 
A rabs did not destroy, the elephauts destroy­ 
ed. tu rn in g th e w hole region into a horrible 
w ilderness. Stanley continues: "O ursuffer- 
ings term inated at Ibw iri. W e w ere beyond 
th e reach of th e destroyers, we w ere on 
virgin soil, a region abounding w ith food. 
W e ourselves were m ere skeletons, and a 
halt was therefore ordered for th e purpose 
of recuperating. 
From 2S9 persons, we 
num bered 174. 
O ur sufferings had been so 
aw ful, calam ities so num erous and forests 
so endless, th at ou r people refused to be­ 
lieve we w ould again see plains and cattle, 
the N yanza and E m in P asha. T hey tu rn ed 
a deaf 
car 
to 
our 
prayers 
an d 
en­ 
treaties, 
au d 
driven 
b y ' hunger 
and 
suffering 
th ey 
sold 
rities 
and 
equip­ 
m ents 
for 
a 
few 
ears 
o f 
Indian 
corn. 
Perceiving th at a m ild pun ish m en t 
w ould be of no avail, I resorted to the 
death penalty, and tw o of th e w orst cases 
w ere hanged in th e presence of all. 
W e 
w aited for thirteen days at Ibw iri. 
S up­ 
plies were inexhaustible, and our people 
glutted them selves w ith such effort, th at we 
n ad 141 sleek and robust m en w hen we 
started for A lbert N yanza on N ovem ber 
24ih. 
W e w ere still 126 m iles from the 
lake. 
G iven food, distance seem ed n o th ­ 
ing. 
On D ecem ber 5th we em erged upon 
the plains, leaving th e deadly and gloom y 
forest behind 
us. 
A fter 
160 days 
of 
continons gloom , we saw th e light of broad 
day shining all around, m aking all things 
beautiful. 
T he m en literally leaped and 
yelled w ith joy, and raced over the ground 
w ith th eir burdens. 
On the 9th we en­ 
tered th e country of th e pow erful Chief 
M azam boni. 
“ T he natives sighted us but we prepared 
for them . 
T h eir w ar-cries were terrible, 
from h ill to hill, and pealing across in ter­ 
vening valleys. T he people gathered in 
hundreds at every point, th eir w ar-horns 
and drum s announcing th e com ing stru g ­ 
gle. A fter a slight sk irm ish it ended in our 
capturing a cow, th e first beef we had 
tasted.” 
H ere Stanley narrates how negotiations 
w ith natives failed; how a d etachm ent as­ 
saulted and carried villages, driving the 
natives in to a general rout. 
T he m arch 
w as resum ed on th e 12th. 
T here were 
constant light fights all along the route. 
On th e 8fternoou of th e 13th, says S tan­ 
ley, we sighted th e N yanza, w ith K aiw illi 
th e objective point of ih e expedition. 
Six 
m iles off I had told the m en to prepare to 
see N yanza. T hey m u rm u red an d doubted. 
W hen they saw Ñ yanza below them m any 
cam e to kiss m y hand. 
W e were now 
5.000 feet above th e sea level and 2,900 feet 
above th e A lbert N yanza. 
A fter a short h alt to enjoy th e prospect, 
we com m enced the ragged and storm y de­ 
scent. 
Before the rear guard had descended 
100 feet the natives from the plateau poured 
after them , keeping the rear guard busy 
u n til w ithin a few hundred feet of th e N y­ 
anza plain. 
W e afterw ards approached the 
village of K akongo, situated about th e west 
corner of A lbert Lake. 
T hree hours were spent by us in attem p t­ 
ing to m ake friends, but signally failed. 
T hey w ould not exchange blood of b ro th er­ 
hood, because they never heard of any 
good people com ing from th e w est side of 
th e lake. 
T hey w ould not accept any pres­ 
ents from us, because they did not know 
w ho we were, bu t they w ould give us w ater 
to d rin k and show us the road up to N yam 
Sassac. 
F rom this singular people we learned 
th ey bad heard there was a w hite m an at 
U gunro, but they had never heard o f any 
w hite m an being on th e w est side, nor had 
they ever seen any steam ers on the lake. 
W e w ere show n the p ath. 
W e cam ped 
about h alf a m ile from the lake, and they 
began to consider our position. 
My couriers from Zanzibar had evidently 
not arrived, or E m in P asha w ith his tw o 
steam ers w ould have paid th e southw est 
side of th e lake a visit to prepare th e n a­ 
tives for our com ing. 
My boat was a t K i­ 
linga Longo, 190 m iles distant, an d there 
w ere no canoes obtainable. 
T here was no plan feasible except to re­ 
treat to Ibw iri, build a fort, send a p arty 
back to K ilinga Longo for a boat and store 
u p every load in the tort not conveyable. 
leave a garrison in th e fort to hold it and 
m arch back to A lbert Lake and send the 
boat in search of E m in P asha. 
T his was 
th e plau w hich, after a lengthy discussion 
w ith the officers. I resolved upon. 
On Ja n u a ry 7th we were in Ibw iri once 
again. 
A fter a few days’ rest L ieutenant 
S tairs w ith 100 m en was sent to K ilinga 
Longo to bring th e boat and goods 
On 
the retu rn of Stairs w ith th e boat and 
goods he 
was 
sent to U garroaw as 
to 
bring up the convalescent. 
Soon after his 
d eparture I was attacked by gastritis and 
an abcess on m y arm . 
A lter a m o n th 's 
careful nursin g I recovered an d set out 
again for A lbert N yanza 
on A pril 2d, 
accom panied by Jephson and Parke. 
On A pril 20th we arrived in th e M ozam- 
binis country again. 
T h is tim e, after som e 
hesitation. M ozam bini decided to m ake 
blood brotherhood w ith m e. 
H is exam ple 
was follow ed by all other chiefs as far as 
the N yanza. 
E very difficulty seem ed now 
to he rem oved. 
Food was supplied gratis. 
W hen one d ay 's m arch from N yanza n a ­ 
tives cam e from N avali and said a w hite 
m an nam ed M alejja had given th eir chief a 
package to give m e. his son. 
T hey rem ained w ith us th at night, telling 
us w onderful stories about big ships, etc., 
w hich left no doubt on o u r m ind th at the 
w hite m an was E m in P asha. 
T he n ext 
d ay’s m arch brought us to C hief Navali. 
H e h an d ed m e a note from E m iu P asha to 
th e effect th a t th ere had been a native 
ru m o r th a t a w hite m an h ad been seen 
about th e head of tbe lake. 
H e had gone in the steam er to m ake in ­ 
quiries, b u t h ad been unable to obtain any 


reliable inform ation. 
H e begged m e to re­ 
m ain w here I was until he could e m m ttni- 
uate w ith m e.

On Ju n e 16th I left F o rt 
l>°d° w ith all the Zanzibarists and 101 of 
E m in s people, leaving all m y officers at 
th e fort. 
On Ju n e 24th we reached K ilonga and 
on Ju ly !9th U garrow as. 
T h e latter s ta ­ 
tion was deserted. 
Passing dow n th e river 
as fast as we could go, dailv expecting to 
m eet couriers I bad sent to M ejor B artellot. 
we indulged ourselves w ith pleasing a n ­ 
ticipations as we neared the goal. 
A ucust 10th we overtook Ugarrowas w ith 
a flotilla of 5i canoes, and ou r couriers re­ 
duced to 17, w ho related an aw ful story of 
their hairbreadth escapes and tragic scenes. 
T hree had been s.’ain," >wo v o te still feeble 
from w ounds, am i all except five bore on 
th eir bodies scars of arrow w ounds. 
A week later Stanley m et the rear col- 
urus of th e expedition on B unalya and 
found Mr. B onnev. 
From the latter he

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T h e American Commercial Congress to 
meet in Washington within the next six 
mouths, and to whom the President is now- 
appointing delegates, to represent the Gen­ 
eral Government, is to be one of the most 
important convocations of the age. A 
glance at a few of the subjects to be con­ 
sidered discloses the fact. 
Thus there are 
io he debated and reported upon, these 
topics: 
L niform patent and copyright 
laws: uniform silver coinage; more reg­ 
ular and frequent communication and 
transportation between American ports; 
the settlement of international disputes; 
adoption of a uniform standards of weights 
and measures; and the last—the most 
difficult and least likely of settlement— 
the adoption of uniform standard of cus­ 
toms and tarifl dues. The mere statement 
or these subjects is sufficient to call atten­ 
tion to their importance. There is every 
reason to encourage common agreement 
upon most of these questions, between the 
people of the States of North, South and 
Central America. 
As matters now stand, 
the nations of Europe are better agreed 
commercially with the other Americas 
.nan is the United States, and as a re­ 
sult we have but a small fraction of the 
trade witli those nearest to us. One of the 
very best evidences of the usefulness of the 
conierence, is found in the fact that the 
English and the German press are exert- 
cg themselves to belittle it and reduce its 
-"tfr.ence. 


P r e c is e ly - as was to have been expected, 
he < lerman National Liberals have de­ 
clared against the new penal press law, and 
aemand that it shall be modified speedily, 
the semi-official press has even dared to 
s.ay under the law there can lie no true 
freedom of expression, and that the use­ 
fulness of the press will he destroved.

SPECIAL SESSION' OF THE STATE 
BOARD OF TRADE. 


A d d ress by C. P . H u n tin g to n —W h a t 
is N eeded to A dvance H om e 
In terests. 


There was a large gathering at the rooms 
of the State Board of Trade in San F ran ­ 
cisco yesterday. More people assembled 
than at any previous meeting. The occa­ 
sion was the welcoming of C. P. H unting­ 
ton, the great railway builder and m ana­ 
ger. and to hear his views on w hat is most 
needed to advance California's interests. 
There were on view a large num ber of new 
exhibits and some special decorations, nota­ 
bly from Sonoma, Santa Clara, San Joaquin 
and Sacramento counties. T hat from Sac­ 
ram ento took the palm and is thus de 
scribed by the San Francisco Bulletin : 


Sa c r a m e n t o ’s c o n t r i b u t i o n . 
“ The last, and w hat m ay be regarded as 
the handsom est contribution, came from 
Sacramento county. It is a large piece 
about five feet long and two and one-half 
feet high, formed of sm all w hite Lowers. 
Around the edge ¡3 a border of vari-colored 
flowers, in which the deep purple of the 
pansy predominates. Across the m iddle is 
the word “ Welcome” in letters a little over 
a foot high, which are made out of red 
pinks. The piece is at the end of the long 
room, in full sight of every one who steps 
inside the door, and attracted a great deal 
of attention from the delegates of other 
counties, while the representatives of Sac­ 
ram ento smiled complacently when they 
compared it with the other contributions.'' 


ADDRESS OF C. P. HUNTINGTON. 
After the usual prelim inary business of a 
routine character Mr. H untington was in 
troduced and spoke as follows: 


To the California State Board of Trade—G e n ti e- 
MF.N : 1 th an k you for the honor you have done 
me by your invitation to m eet you here aud

slopesol this w onderful State. 
But it is net so essential th a t I should find 
words to th an k you. as it is th at we should find 
ways and m eans w hereby the best resources of 
ca r State can be developed: aud yet th at should 
not be a dttficuit thing to do, as I am sure there 
is no better clim ate to be found on the e a rth ’s 
surface than we have in this, our beautiful Cal­ 
ifornia. 
tom e of you m ay w ish to know w hat the rail­ 
road will do to help bring the m any thousands 
that we w ant here and that wish to come. I will 
tell you th at there is n<J divided counsel in any 
of the com panies of w hich I am a Director. We 
one and a ll, have been lor low fares—so low that 
alm ost any one could come here if he wished ; 
otacrs have interests—other railroad lines 
have to be consulted. We, of Calitom ia, 1 think, 
have, jn all cases, got th e lowest fares th at we 
could get other lines to agree to. 
You can see by th e reports th at the California 
roads are w orked on the sm allest possible m ar­ 
gin; th a t they can do no m ore in the future th an 
they have in the past, unless they reduce the 
price o f labor, w hich, if in th eir power, they are 
not disposed to do. We, w ho own the equities 
of the Central and .Southern Pacific road and 
th eir constituent com panies, are nearly all C’al- 
liornians. some having been bom in the State 
and others having spent the best ve&rs of th eir 
lives here. 
LOOKING AHEAD. 
i came, to this State in th e sum m er of 1849 
and I believe no one has done m ore hours’ work 
in the last forty years th an m yself, or have stood 
for th e rights of all the people of the State m ore 
th an I have. But w hy speak of w h at passed "

They m ust know th at they will be taken by the 
n g .it h and of fellowship and assisted, at least 
by m oral support, to stand In the ranks of the 
great arm y th at is struggling on to reach the 
troat of m aterial and m oiai greatness 
It does 
not need m oney, for the places dem anding m a­ 
terial am are few com pared to those th at need 
m oral support. These words that I often heard 
w hen a child have helped so m any: 
“ One little word in kindness sick en ,

H ave oft tim es healed a h e a r t’most broken 
Aud m ade a friend sincere."

IRRIGATION OF ARID LANDS. 
On motion of General Chipman a vote 
of thanks was tendered Mr. H untington. 
The vote was expressed by the company 
rising. 
\\ . H. Mills referred to the recent Arid 
Land and Irrigation Act of Congress, which 
proviues for survevs. etc., leading to the 
redemption of the arid regions of the 
\\ estern States and Territories. H e spoke 
ol the appropriation of some $3,000,000 
tor this work and of its great value to ail 
tne \\ esr, as well as to the entire country. 
Tne ¡and policy of the country was consid­ 
ered briefly, and the speaker closed by in ­ 
troducing State Engineer Hall. 
Mr. H all has been in W ashington lately 
and hai interested himself in this arid laud 
survey project. 
H e gave a history of the 
bn* aiid commented upon the value to the 
Territory interested. H e spoke of the im ­ 
portance of the work about to be under­ 
taken (an outline ot this work was given in 
this j .urna! a lew davs ago). The project, 
in the judgm ent of the speaker, is the be­ 
ginning in carrying out the new laud 
policy demanded by the necessities of the 
country at present. \\ bile in W ashington 
he learned that the unappropriated Govern­ 
m ent land now rem aining is eurprisiuglv 
sm all. H is investigations have shown him 
that the arid regions of the United States 
am ount to fully 1,300,000 square miles. Of 
this fully 15 per cent, is m ountainous and 
not irrigable. A largépart of the rem ainder 
can be irrigated by arrangem ent of a proper 
and systematic storage reservoir system. 
The committee on the new public land 
policy appointed by Cor.gress, is regarded 
as one of the most im portant appointed eince 
the war. Senator Stewart is Chairman, 
and Senators Allison, Hiscock. Gorman 
and Plum b are members of the committee. 
The speaker commented on the fact that 
representatives of New Mexico, Nevada 
and the western Territories have been urg­ 
ent in claiming a part of the appropriation 
and the services of the assigned engineers, 
but that California had done very little. 
H e urged the need of the State Board or 
some other body taking the m atter up. 
FRUIT RATES. 
Mr. H untington said that he was very 
busy with work that had to be done, but he 
declared him self ready at all times to co­ 
ó p ta te in any work looking toward the 
advancem ent of the State. 
The question of fruit rates was then 
taken up and discussed. 
Mr. Cadwalader of San Jose presented a 
memorial adopted by the Santa Cruz Board 
of Trade, which called for a material re­ 
duction in overland treight rates on green 
fruits saying that by such reduction the 
fruit interests of California would be greatly 
benefited.

C h ic a g o , A pril 2d —The m unicipal elec­ 
tion held to-day in this city closed one of 
the hottest campaigns ever 'seen here in a 
num ber of years, not excepting that of two 
years ago, when John A. Roche was nom i­ 
nated by the Republicans and indorsed by 
the Democrats against the candidate of the 
Anarchists’ and. Unionists’ parties. The 
Republican ticket this tim e was headed by 
Mayor Roche and the Democrats' by De­ 
W itt C. Creagier, w ho was Commissioner 
of 
Public 
Works under Carter H ar­ 
rison. Two weeks ago the Labor party 
nominated Samuel Gross, a reai-estate and 
cheap-home dealer, but his candidacy cre­ 
ated dissensions, and he withdrew. The 
Labor party made no nom ination thereaf­ 
ter, but the Socialists nom inated one of 
their orators, nam ed Orchardson. Their 
ticket, however, seems to have cut but little 
figure at the election. The campaign fight 
between the Democrats and Republicans 
was waged bitterly, charges being brought 
against Creagier of incompeteucv when in 
his former position, etc.; w hile a bitter 
fight was made against Mayor Rcche on 
charges that he was opposed "to telephone 
legislation, aud favored and was supported 
by surface street-car monopolies and trusts. 
Charges of “ Know-nothingism ” were pro­ 
duced strongly against both candidates, and 
it would seem that the efforts of the fac­ 
tions in this direction were largely nulli­ 
fied.

The returns up to 10 o’clock to-night from 
330 out SOI give Creagier a m ajority of 
9,549. H is m sjority in the whole city will 
probably considerably exceed 10,000. There 
was a great deal of scratching, and the re­ 
sult of the election for the other officers 
will not be known until a very’ late hour.

AND PAID FOB. 


An E xcellent R ecord for the Lady 
M anagers—R eception to the 
P ub lic Y esterday—E tc. 


Yesterday afternoon and evening the 
iady Managers of the Protestant Orphan 
A sylum , in honor of the completion of 
their new building, held a grand public re­ 
ception, opening the doors for the inspec­ 
tion of the general public. Many prom ­ 
inent ladies and gentlemen visited the 
building and were shown through the dif­ 
ferent apartm ents by the Directors. 
The structure is built on the north half 
of the block bounded by Eighteenth and 
^Nineteenth, K and L streets, adjoining the 
old building. It fronts on K street, and is 
about ninety feet from the sidewalk. 
The 
m ain entrance is on K street, and a fine 
garden is to be m ade on either side of the 
walk leading to the building. The edifice 
was built under the personal supervision 
of the lady Directors. The m ain part is 
forty feet square, w ith two wings, one on 
the east side and one on the west side 
each eighty feet in length. This makes 
th e total length of the building 200 feet 
and in all parts it is three stories high. 
It 
presents a iiandsome appearance, and is an 
ornam ent to Sacramento City, and a struct­ 
ure of which the Managers may justly feel 
proud. 


WHAT THE LADIES HAVE ACCOMPLISHED. 
W hile the reception was going on yester­ 
day afternoon a reporter called, and through 
the kindness of Mrs. Edward Twitchell. 
one of the m any pleasant ladv Directors of 
the institution, was shown through every 
part of the new addition, and everything 
described in detail. Said Mrs. T w itchell: 
“ W e ladies are wholly satisfied with our 
undertaking, and have things arranged just 
as we wished for. W e feel" as if we have 
expended our m oney cautiously, and can 
show good returns for it; and another 
thing—we have not gone in debt.” 
Mrs. N. D. Hideout, President of the 
Board of M anagement, stated to the re­ 
porter that as there had been a great many 
falsehoods concerning the use of the funds, 
she desired to give the public, through the 
R ecord I n io h , a detailed account as to 
how the money had been expended. Her 
statem ent was as follows, and is an excel­ 
lent show ing: 
“ There was in the building fund before 
the work commenced $19,144 16. Out of 
this fund $10.223 63 had been collected 
during the past three years from tim e to 
tim e by the lady Managers. During the 
m easle epidemic, a little over a year ago, 
$7.664 was subscribed from all over the 
S ate, and 
particularly in 
Sacramento. 
T he new building just completed cost $18,­ 
900, the corridor and the changing of fences 
am ounted to $630, and $252 50 was ex­ 
pended for filling in the yard with earth. 
T he balance on hand in the building fund 
a t the present tim e is $2,135. 
“ So,” said Mrs. Rideout, “ you see ex­ 
actly how we stand.” 


INTERIOR OF THE BUILDING. 
The reporter was then shown around the 
building, and the unanim ous opinion of 
ever}- visitor present was that the place was 
one of the most comfortable, best arranged 
and most thoroughly ventilated of auv 
they had ever seen. 
The lower floor in the m ain part of tne 
building (that is, the part forty feet square) 
is one large assembly-room. A sm all ele­ 
vated stage is situated at one end and here 
th e children hold their exercises and enter­ 
tainm ents. 
The basement of the west 
w ing is used as a storehouse, and a supply 
of coal is also kept here. In the east wing 
on the first floor is the laundry and drying- 
room w ith all appliances and conveniences. 
On the second or m iddle floor, in the 
m ain or middle part, are the offices and 
parlors of the management, comprising 
several good-sized rooms. They are partly 
furnished already, but additional furniture 
and carpets will be supplied in a short 
time. 
In the east wing on the middle 
floor are two dormitories, each containing 
nine double beds, and the two rooms are 
separate from each other by a short hall, 
on either side of which are shelves for 
clothing, etc., overhung by long dividing 
curtains. These rooms are used as sleei»- 
ing apartm ents for some of the girls. The 
west wing on the same floor is precisely the 
same as the other wing, but is used as the 
boys’ bedrooms. 
Ón the upper floor in the m ain building 
are the m atron's rooms and those occupied 
by the older girls of the institution. A 
bath-room for their use adjoins one of the 
room s. The east wing on the upper floor is 
to be used as the sick ward, and any of the 
children ailing wiii be attended to'bv com­ 
petent nurses in this part of the building. 
T he west wing on this floor is used as addi­ 
tional b?d-rooms for the boys, in tact, both 
the middle and upper floors in the west 
w ing are set aside as dormitories for the 
lads. 
At the extrem e ends of both the east and 
the west wings on the middle and upper 
floors are closets, wash-stands and bath­ 
rooms, all ot the latest patterns. 
An arcade or corridor leads from the 
m iddle floor of the new to the same story 
in the old building. 
W ide stairways lead 
from one floor to aaoiher in the new 
building. 
The old structure contains on the second 
and third floors diflerent rooms for the lit­ 
tle “ tots” and babies, and there are some­ 
w here in the neighborhood of forty little 
cribs in which the little ones nestle to 
sleep, under the ever-watchful eyes of the 
m atron and her assistants. Other rooms 
in the upper floors of the old building 
are used us playgrounds for the children, 
storerooms for everyday clothes and sleep­ 
ing apartm ents for the nurses and attend­ 
ants. 
On the lower floor are other rooms 
in w hich the little ones can frolic, and in 
the east end is the kitchen and dining­ 
room, all as clean as a pin. 
A small 
house, separate from the rest of the build­ 
ing, was formerly used as a kitchen, but it 
has been removed. 
The kindergarten and schools rem ains as 
heretofore. 
In general, the whole affair has been so 
nicely and tastiiv arranged that every |>os- 
sible convenience is afforded. 
D um b­ 
waiters, speaking tubes and other little 
necessities are at hand. 
Mrs. Twitchell stated that the next etfort 
of the managem ent would be to secure sin­ 
gle beds in place of tbe double ones, but 
there was no great burry about the matter. 
T he building ju st meets the demands and 
could not have been planned better to ac­ 
commodate the children, some 145 in num ­ 
ber, the sexes about evenly divided, the 
boys being slightly in the majority, 
v esterd a y's en t e r t a in m e n t. 
In the afternoon yesterday, commencing 
at 4 o'clock, an entertainm ent was given in 
the assembiy-room and a num ber of the 
little ones participated and showed them ­ 
selves to be very bright, though slightly 
backward. The following programme was 
rendered during the afternoon and in the 
evening, and 
those who were present 
were delighted:

Children:' recitation, "W elcome.” H attie 
Elliott; song. “ Pansies." by Moliie Glenn;

OFFENSIVE “ EAVESDROPPING.” 


Suit fo r D a m a g es R esu ltin g F ro m an A l­ 
le g e d E n cro a ch m en t. 
Jane E. Sommers and her husband, 
Charles W. Sommers, have brought suit in 
the Superior Court against Lucy Reichert 
to recover $1,000 damages for the m ainte­ 
nance by the latter of an alleged “ n u i­ 
sance.” The plaintiffs and defendant are 
neighbors, residing in the block bounded 
by G, H, Sixth and Seventh streets, and 
their premises are side by side. 
It is alleged in the com plaint 'th a t de­ 
fendant's house encroaches a couple of 
inches on the property of plaintiffs, and 
that the eaves project four or five inches 
farther upon their property.

COMMENCEMENT OF THE PEDES­

E leven Men W ho H ope to Win the 
First M oney—" Sacram ento's

The six-day (four hoursaday) pedestrian 
m atch opened at the old Pavilion last night 
under the managem ent of Frank H all, who 
has conducted sim ilar affairs in all the 
leading cities of the Union. A large num ­ 
ber of spectators were present at the start, 
which was made precisely at 7:20 o'clock, a 
oodly portion of the audience being com­ 
posed of ladies. A band of music was in 
attendance to enliven the scene and arouse 
the spirit of the contestants. The track is 
about six feet wide, and covers the entire 
area of the building, taking in both hails. 
It is just eight laps to the mile. 
The scorers, eight in number, are lo­ 
cated in the northwest corner of the m ain 
hall, and their m ethod of recording the 
laps and miles of the contestants is quite a 
feature of the affair and attracts m uch at­ 
tention. The laps are scored on dials about 
a foot in diameter, placed in full view of 
the walkers and spectators, one dial being 
used for each contestant. 
W hen eight laps 
are pegged on the dial, the scorer calls out 
to the clerk who has charge of the miles, 
and these are scored in large figures on a 
prom inent bulletin-board. 


t h e contestants 
That started last evening included some of 
the most famous go-as-you-please men in 
this country and England. Some of them 
have won money enough to enable them to 
purchase castles on the Rhine and retire to 
private life for the rem ainder of their days, 
but here they are still, pounding the saw­ 
dust 
and 
running 
their lives out in 
uest of a few dollars. 
The names of 
iose who started last evening are: Thomas 
Howarth, Peter McIntyre, E. C. Moore, 
Robert Vint, Jerry Taylor, George A’Hern, 
Major J. II. Wells. W . P. Nichols, Dave 
W illiams, Joseph Klatt, George Armstrong. 
Moore ran second to H art in the iate San 
Francisco six-day m atch, and H owarth 
and Vint were near them . 


t h e start. 
The men were started at the hour m en­ 
tioned, by Manager H all. The band struck 
up a lively air, the spectators cheered, and 
away went the string for a four-hours’ 
run. H ow arth was not long in taking a 
slight lead, which he m aintained, scoring 
11 miles in the first hour, the others rang­ 
ing from 8 to 10, except Vint, who had 
pulled up on nearly even terms with the 
lender. 
The chief attraction of the evening—and 
he will continue to be as long as he holds 
out—was Major J. R. Wells, ihe pride of 
Company A, N. G. C. 
Major W ells was 
one of those who failed to receive an ap­ 
pointm ent on the new police force, but he 
did not go to the woods and grieve over his 
ill luck. Not at all. On the contrary, the 
hero of unnum bered ring contests—the u n ­ 
conquered middleweight of the Capital City 
—girded up his loins with a brown leather 
saber-belt and entered the contest for pe­ 
destrian honors and the prospective bag of 
coin. The Major seemed to have admirers 
in almost every part of the hall, for he was 
cheered to the echo at alm ost every step. 
Even the ladies were profuse in their m an­ 
ifestations of interest in 
the all-round 
athlete. There seemed to be something 
about the Major’s make-up that caught the 
popular eye. It m ay have been the glitter­ 
ing medals that adorned his m anly breast 
—trophies of his prowess in athletics—or it 
may have been the massive buckle on his 
belt, and it m ay have been som ething else. 
At 8:30, and while the Major was rapidly 
reeling off miles and perspiration, Com­ 
pany A arrived in a body from its armory, 
near by, and m arching into the hall the 
members gave loud and long cheers for 
their gallant comrade.

AM USEM ENTS. 


It is unaccountable why the Metropoli­ 
tan Theater was not filled last night on the 
occasion of the first Musin concert, more 
especially as Musin did a fine business two 
years ago here, and is Sowell known to 
the musical world. 
But the few hundreds 
present last evening enjoyed an evening of 
music that was a thorough treat. It was 
an apprecialive audience too, and 
the 
troupe evidently discovered it at the out­ 
set, for the applause was so hearty, genuine 
and persistent thai the artists, despite the 
chilling gulf of an empty parquette that 
separated them from the boxes, matched 
the audience in responsive sincerity and 
answered every encore, and one of them 
twice. 
Thus the programme, from eleven 
numoers, stretched out

Musin is a master of the king of instru­ 
ments;

m anner and the fullness and richness of the 
tones he evokes from the violin. There is 
nothing showy about his style, no musical 
flourish and affectation, but im mediate and 
close attention to the sentim ent of the 
music in hand. His style is sympathetic, 
but strong : he plays as if addressing each 
individual heart, and with the delicate 
emphasis that constitutes musical strength. 
The hearer feels rather than discerns the 
sentim ent expressed by the delightfully 
limpid tones and the breadth and repose of 
his style. The gavotte in the second part, 
a 
heavy 
piece, and 
not 
calculated 
to awaken enthusiasm 
in a 
general 
audience, appeared to be even 
more 
warmly 
received 
than 
the 
delightful 
“ W ieuiawski W altz” or tbe “Caprice de 
Concert,” which fact testifies to the im ­ 
aginative and almost impassioned style of 
the artist. Mrs. A nnie Louisa Tanner, the 
soprnno, was well received, and made an 
excellent impression, though it appeared as 
if the lady was depressed by vacaucy over 
which she had to sing to her audience, 
is more accurate than feeling in her atvle. 
H er tones are very clear and sweet, and 
her execution finished. The unaflected- 
uess of her m anner, the total absence of 
stage business and stereotyped smiles, the 
retiring disposition that bordered upon re­ 
serve, won her very much of the friend­ 
liness of the audience. 
Mr. Mockridge, 
the tenor, has every reason to be flattered 
by his reception. H e is not a W achtel or a 
Campanini, but he won tbeaudiencereadily 
bv the sweetness of his tones and his rem ark­ 
ably distinct enunciation. 
H e has what 
every successful tenor m ust have, dram atic 
quality in his voice. 
H e is not a robust 
singer, nor je t lacking in power, except in 
the upper register. 
H is middle tones con­ 
tain his best notes and are full, clear, pene­ 
trating, sym pathetic and flute-like in their 
limpid character. 
H e has not a resonant 
voice, but one that interprets with sensi­ 
bility and meaning, and that is graced by 
delicate touches that are more than charm ­ 
ing. Shonert, the pianist, is a soloist of abil­ 
ity and a discreet accompanist, a most im ­ 
portant adjunct toasuccessful concert. The 
concert was, as a whole, highly enjoyable, 
and the troupe easily demonstrated why it 
was that it achieved such marked success 
in San Francisco. It was spirited and sus­ 
tained high musical excellence throughout, 
and onght to insure to Manager H all such 
a house this evening as will compensate 
him for bringing the troupe here. This
